KEEP THINGS WHERE 
THEY BELONG 


Having been asked frequently as to 
the removal of wax from the ears, we 
are prompted to write that there is 
considerable truth in the old saying— 
“Never put anything into your ear 
smaller than your elbow.” It is a mis- 
take which many mothers make, that 
of trying to remove wax from deep in 
the ear. If wax does collect there, and 
{t not infrequently does to the ex- 
tent of interfering with hearing, it 
should be removed by a doctor. Im- 
proper means of removal may do con- 
siderable permanent harm.

The weekly newspaper, of course, 
makes little effort to cover the world 
fleld—why should it, since the news 
of the great world outside has been 
served daily by the dailies which 
come out from the city? But in the 
fleld of community affairs the country 
newspaper has a most important task 
to fulfill, and for the most part it is 
fulfilling it wel. Of couse, the small- 
er the community the more difficult 
the answer to the all-important ques- 
tion, “What is news?”

Up to that time it apparently had been 
taken for granted that bankers were 
the proper people to have charge of 


the intricacies of finance; and that 
the Bank Act should be drafted to suit 
the bankers’ wishes. The U.F.A. mem- 
bers at once took the initiative in 
Investigating finance. At that time the 
Industrial repercussions following the 
high financing of the war period were 
still in our ears and the farmers of 
the West had perhaps been nearer to 
it than any other class. Parliament 
and the country were, of course, as- 
tounded at what looked to them like 
impudent ignorance on the part of the 
in presuming to 
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might havo boon oxpected; bat wiior 
during tho next session of Parliament 
tho falluro of the Home Bank com: 
pollod tho Government to open up tho 
Bank Act for a second timo and to in- 
sort ono of the amondments which 
wo had pressod for the year previous, 
tho country bogan to soo that porhaps 
aftor all thero was something {in our 
contention. 

The offorts of the U.F.A. group in 
Parliament on tho credit question will 
bear rich fruft In the future. The 
world does move. During the last few 
years circumstances, both national 


and international, ‘have thrust the | 
finance quostian close up to the very 
noses of people everywhere. War ‘debt 


commissions have taught their les- 
sons. Germany's original war debt, 
for instancd, was 125 billfon dollars. 
That was found to be impossible and 
the Dawes Commission reduced the 


annual payments without attempting 


to flx the amount of the debt. Now 
another commission is dealing with it 
ogain and the amount being: discussed 
is 24 billion dollars. This sum cannot 
be regarded as final. Surely these re- 
ductions are not being made as.a re- 
sult of a strong outburst of love for 
Germany. People are asking why? 
The answer is that our debt-creating 
finance system had gone beyond the 
Imit and that in order to collect any- 
thing at all as well as to save the sys- 
tem itself, reductions had to be made. 
To use a simple illustration—the in- 
ternational bankers don’t mind break- 


ing the eggs in the incubator as long! 


as the hens continue to lay and the in- 
cubator is saved. Under these condi- 
tions they will not lack chickens, al- 
though they have had to smash one 
setting of unfertile eggs. At any rate, 
incidents like this, together with in- 
dustrial disruptions caused by finan- 
cial stringency, have helped greatly 
to focus attention on the financial 
phase of economics. Books, pamph- 
lets, periodicals are pouring off the 
press on this subject, so that we may 
hope for more serious consideration 
when the Bank Act is next revised in 
1933. 

I think it would be advisable for the 
U.F.A. Locals to bear in mind the 
next revision of the Act. During the 
ensuing period all possible informa- 
tion on the subject should be secured, 
and effort made to bring public opin- 
fon to bear upon the issue. It is with 
that idea in view that I venture to 
bring before The U.F.A. readers the 
following facts about banking in Can- 
ada. 

At every opportunity the U.F.A. 
members have urged the Minister of 
Finance to use the National Credit 
directly in financing national pro- 
jects. The Minister while knowing lit- 
tle of finance, knows a gvod deal 
about the science of political fencing 
and always manages to get away with- 
out coming to gtips with the real 
question at fssue. We are frequently 
told by him and others that it is not 
the business of Governments to lend 
money—that all borrowing should be 
effected ‘through the Banks; but we 
have found that whenever there is a 
“bad” loan to be made, the Govern- 
ment is ready to take it but not the. 
good loans. For instance—Parliament 
has voted this year 29 million dollars 


in banking as in other sphoros. Tho 
woaker banks mist olther go bank- 
rupt or, morgoe under compotitivo pros: 
sure. As tho largor banks swallow up 
tho smallor ones tho largor ones bo- 
como still larger. Tho tondoncy is to- 
ward one great morger or monopoly. 
Today the twelve banks havo assets 
of over $2,600,000,000, but the aggre- 
gato assets of tho Bank of Montreal, 
the Bank,of Commorce and the Royal 
Bank oxcced $1,600,000,000. According 
to the official statomont of 1924 in this 
respect, these banks controlled 63 per 
jcont of all banking assets for Canada. 

What is to be done? Shall Govern: 
ments oncourage small banks to come 
into being and enter the uneven strug- 
gle against the monsters now in pos- 
session of the fleld, or shall competi- 
tion be allowed to run its course until 
the near future when we shall have 
one merger owned and controlledxby a 
very fow men? Is there an altern- 
ative? What {8 it? 


According to the Bank Act, all 
banks “may” receive deposits. They 
are not, however,.compelled to do s 
They do so now, perhaps, ff the truth 
were known ,more to help convey a 
false impression to the public. The 
false impression so conveyed is that 
the moneys lent out by banks are the 
moneys taken in by the banks on say- 
ings deposits. That used to be true in 
the early history of banking, at least 
to some extent. It is not true today. 

Banking is a bookkeeping business. 
The chief item in its bookkeeping is 
credit. A bank loan to a customer 
creates a deposit. The repayment of 
a bank loan cancels an equal amount 
of deposits in existence. In other 
words, free lending by the banks pro- 
duce large deposits, while restrictions 
of loans automatically brings about a 
reduction in deposits. . 


This being so, the banker has to de- 
cide whether or not he should bother 
with savings deposits. If he takes in 
one hundred dollars on savings de- 
posit at 3 per cent and lends it out at 
8 per cent he makes 5 per cent and 
must be prepared to pay back the one 
hundred on short notice. But if he 
puts a credit entry of one hundred dol- 
lars in his book on the strength of 
John Smith's pigs and cows, he gets 
all of the 8 per cent. So bankers do 


gold, Thoy aro not issucd on a gold 
basis, 

Tho amount of cash resorvos is left 
to tho discretion of tho banks, Tho 
Bank Act provides, howover, that not 
loss than 40 por cont must be in Do- 
minfon notes. In July, 1024, the bank 
holdings of coin and Dominion notes 
combined amounted to $187,604,000, or 
between 10 per cont and 11 per cont 
of total doposits. The Dominion Notos 
Act of 1914 provided for the issuing of 
Dominion notes. The Finance Minis- 
ter {s required to hold security in gold 
equal to 26 per cent of the first $50,- 
000,000 issued, and dollar for dollar 
in gold for note Issue in excess of 
that amount. Under the Finance Act 
of the same year, the Government 
accepts pledges of approved securities 
from the banks and holds these in Meu 
of gold, issuing Dominion notes to the 
banks. These are often left in the 
Central Gold Reserve, and private 
bank notes issued to the public on the 
strength of them. 


The privileges of the bank are pro- 
tected by the Bankers Association, 
which ts comprised of all chartered 
banks, the general managers consti- 
tuting the council. The Bankers’ As- 
sociation is not a voluntary associa- 
tion, like the Wheat Pool. Every 
bank is compelled by law to join the 
association. In all essential respects 
the Bankers’ Association is a merger. 
By it inflation or deflation is launched 
and the rate of interest fixed. The 
Bank Act stipulates a 7 per cent rate 
of interest to be charged. This is onl’ 
for advertising purposes. There is no 
penalty attached. The banks, there- 
fore, charge as high a rate as th. 
traffic will bear, 

Another striking feature about the 
banks, at least striking to the unin- 
initiated, is that both deposits and 
loans of the banks far exceed the 
amount of actual money in existence. 
This is of course as it should be under 
a credit system, but as it should not 
be if the banks’ contention is true, 
namely, that they lend only the 
money of savings deposits. On June 
30th, 1922, the amount of Dominion 
and bank notes was in round figures 
$399,000,000, the bank’s gold amount- 
ed to $60,000,000, while there were 
making a total of $468,000,000.

It is interesting to know that banks 
can issue in notes : 

(1) An amount equal to their unim- 
paired paid-up capital, with a tax of 
1 per cent. In other words, a bank 
doubles its capital on receipt of its 
charter by means of printing notes as 
above. 

(2) They. can, Agssue notes up to 15 
per cent ok ‘their combined paid-up 
capital and: reserve from September 
to February. For this privilege they 
Pay 5 per cent. 

(3) They can issue an amount 
equal to gold or Dominion notes 
Placed in the Central Gold Reserve. 
This, too, at a charge of up to & per 
cent, 

The Central Gold Reserve was eés- 
tablished in 1918.
